n expanded extra- 
curricular program 
at Ridley will inev- 
itably result in a 
few groans from students who 
feel that the school's main 
purpose of existence is to take 
up every spare moment of 
their time. Indeed, faculty 
may be of similar opinion as 
they come to the dishearten- 
ing conculsion that it means 
less free time for them as well. 

The fact remains that 
an expanded, more integral 
extra-curricular program is 
essential to Ridley's growth as 
a school, as well as to the 
growth of the individuals 
within its walls. Extra- 
curriculars have long been 
overshadowed by academics 
and athletics, and the part 
they play in forming well- 
rounded graduates has long 
been ignored. 

The new program 
stresses community involve- 
ment and global awareness - 
two aspects of real life present- 
ly absent from the school's 
curriculum. Students learn to 
work as a team through 
athletics, and learn survival 
tactics for university and 
career life through academics. 
It is unfortunate that present 
Ridley graduates leave with 
only those skills. Many inval- 














uable lessons - where there is 
no classroom, and society is 
the teacher - go unlearned. It 
has been a traditional com- 
plaint that Ridley students 
lead a sheltered life; the 
school has simply neglected to 
provide opportunities that 
take students outside its 
gates.

n February, the Board 
of Governors approved 
a capital projects plan 
which over the next 

two to three years will greatly 


at Ridley. The proposed reno- 
vations also provide for cen- 
tralized offices in School House 
including an enhanced student 
services area for academics and 
guidance. The staged renova- 
tion plan includes the upgrad- 
ing of facilities in Merritt 
House; the conversion of School 
House to accommodate the 
Business and Development 
Offices, the enlarged Academ- 
ic and Guidance facilities, and 
seminar/meeting rooms; the 
conversion of the Pest House to 
provide better accommodation 
for junior boys; and the divi- 
sion of Mandeville House into 
two units comparable in size to 
other houses. 

Further student accom- 
modation will become available 
when the construction of a new 
Headmaster's House, situated 
on the canal side of the front 
drive directly across A-Squad 
field from the Iggulden Gym, 
is completed at the end of this 
year. The first two floors of the 
present Headmaster's House 
will provide accommodation 
for the Housemaster of Gooder- 
ham West, thereby freeing up 
space for boarding girls in the 
present housemaster's apart- 
ment in the "stem of the T".
